Kessen (Decisive Battle) by Koei will 
also be released for the PS2. The game 
features a specially developed engine 
that allows 3D objects to move around 
independently without interrupting the 
overall movement of the larger group 
(see Horseplay for full details) Koei have 
plans for four more PS2 titles once this 
project is completed. 


Namco is believed to be developing a 
new PS2 demo for the TGS and industry 
insiders have suggested that it may be 
Tekken 4 or a new Ridge Racer title. 

Midway have announced that they 
have a second title in the pipeline for the 
new generation console, alongside Spy 
Hunter is Legion, a realtime strategy 
game that is currently being developed 
by 7 Studios. 

We'll have even more news on PSX2 
and millennium gaming next month 
when Chicken returns from the Tokyo 
Game Show. So if you want to tell your 
mates about PSX2, instead of hearing 
about it second-hand, you'd better stick 
to PlayStation Pro.

However, mastering and optimising 
them will take months of trial and error.

U se the save point on the reception desk 
and move through the waiting room 
until you hear a gun shot. Continue 
down the corridor and go through the only 
open door (you’ll find It on the left). Say hello 
to Dr. Kaufman who’ll explain that he was 
taking a nap and everyone had disappeared 
when he awoke. 

After a brief chat he’ll go off on his own 
leaving you in the examination room. Go 
through to door to the right as you see it and 
straight through the next room to reach the 
reception area again. This time you’re on the 
other side of the desk so collect the map from 
the wall and the Rrst Aid from the chair before 
heading back to the examination room again. 

Walk towards the camera and go through 
the door, this leads to the medicine room. 
Examine the newspaper on the table to 
discover an article has been cut out. Go 
through the other door Into the corridor. The 
first two doors you’ll come to are Jammed and 
the third is to the doctor’s office. Take the 
basement map from next to the photocopier 
and use the other door to enter the 
conference room and get the basement 
key from the table. 

Head back to the main corridor and 
through the next door along. This is the 
kitchen, collect a plastic bottle from 
the counter at the far end and the 
health drink on the left. The next door

along is the director’s office. There’s nothing 
in here but a smashed vial behind the desk 
and a red liquid. Use the plastic bottle to 
gather some of this and go out again. 

Use the basement key on the next door 
and go down the stairs.

wall Is Just a red herring at this stage. 

In the gents bathroom you’ll find a 
blue stone on the far wall called the 
Plate of “Turtle” ready for collection. 
Go into the next hallway and kill a 
couple more nurses. Through the large 
doors is a storeroom containing a 
biood pack, first aid kit and some 
builets. Pick them up and head to 
Room 306. 

Coilect the Plate of “Cat” from here 
and unlock the double doors that allow 
access to the lift. Don’t go through 
these and head back to the stairweli 
and down to floor 2 instead. 

in the first room (201) kill the 
nurse and get the lighter off the bed 
and go to the last door on the left. 
There are some tentacles reaching out 


from the far wail here that are very 
much aiive. Use the biood pack to 
divert their reach and take the Plate of 
“Hatter” from the wall behind. There is 
nothing eise to do on this floor at the 
moment so head back down to the 
first. Go through the double doors and 
make a line to the kitchen. Get the 
health drink off the far counter and go 
next door to the Director’s Office. 

In here is another Save Point and 
the final Plate for collection - that of 
“Queen”. With this coiiected you can 
make your way back up to the Nurse 
Centre on the 2nd floor. There’s a 
piece of paper with a poem on the waii 
in here and a door with four empty 
siots. Read the poem carefuliy and 
you’li notice each iine represents a 


coiour. These correspond to the siots 
on the door. Use each of the Plates in 
turn into one of the empty siots. If you 
can’t work it out the correct order 
moving clockwise from the top right is: 
blue, green, yellow and finally red. 
When you put the final block in place 
you should hear the door unlock. Go 
through and kill all the zombie nurses 
which attack. Your first destination 
with this achieved is the Operating 
Room. On the tabie in here you’li find 
the Basement Storeroom key. Next 
go to the iCU and get the bottie of 
Disinfectant Aicohoi from the tabie 
there aiso.

Use the storeroom key on the 
door across the hail and coilect the 
shells and bullets from the shelves. 

In the corner of the room is a 
cupboard with some white marks on 
the floor. It appears as though 
someone has moved the cupboard so 
go around to the other side and give 
it a push. 

Go through the door hidden 
behind it into the smaiier storeroom. 
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In here is a grate with some vines 
growing inside. Use the aicohoi 
foiiowed by the iighter to burn these 
away so that you can drop through to 
a hidden section of the basement. 

Run straight aiong the narrow 
corridor, don’t worry you won’t be 
attacked, and go through the door at 
the far end. Biast aii creatures that 
attack when you emerge and go 
through the door about halfway along 
the left-hand wall. There are six 
doors which come off the next small 
hallway but only three can be 
accessed at this time. 

Through the first door on the right 
you’ll find a video cassette on the 
gurney.

When she 
finishes her story you'll awake again 
back in the antique shop once more. 
There is a mark of Samael on the 
ground and it looks like the alternate 
world once more. 

Use the save point, if you haven't 
already, and make your way outside. 
Now the whole town is In the 
alternate world! Run towards the 
Town Center just a little south of your 
current position. You'll find a hole in 
the fence allowing you to get inside. 
Make you way straight forward to the 
escalators and start to ascend. 

You'll be interrupted by a short 
scene where the TV's In the nearby 
shop crackle to life with a message 
from Cheryl for you. When this is over 
go up the escalator and go left to the 
jewellry shop. In here you'll find a First 
Aid kit and two boxes of rifle bullets. 
Go back out, turn left and make your 
way forwards, after a change of 
camera angle the floor will fall away 
taking you with it. 

This will place you in direct 
confrontation with a giant worm of 
some sort.

W hen you awake you'll be back in 
the normal world again.

C O back down the steps to ground 
level again and make your way 
back to the bridge. Before crossing it 
go to the police station opposite and 
enter, the unlocked doors are on the 
south side. Collect the bullets and 
shells found lying around the first 
room and you'll find some more in the 
office to the left. 

Return outside again and make your 
way across the bridge. When you 
appear back in Old Silent Hill you'll be 
standing outside the waterworks. 
Approach the gate and you'll notice 
that It's been padlocked. Use the 
hammer to break this and climb down 
the ladder into the tunnels on the 
other side. 

Because the next section is 
underground the radio won't work so 
you'll be unable to tell when enemies 
are going to attack. You can hear 
them, just, if you listen carefully but 
we strongly recommend you proceed 
with the weapon button held (use the 
metal pipe or the handgun depending
